The  Commander  (apparently  Gen.  Scott — as  she  names  him  lat- 
er), she  says,  possesses  the  eloquence  of  an  Angel  and  the  Heart 
of  a Demon,  and  gives  reasons.

a few  days  ago  she  drank  tea  with  me  at  my  retreat  in  the  Jerseys 
. . . would  you  think  it  possible  to  pick  up  a Beau  in  that  part  of 
the  world?  rather  young  than  middle  aged,  with  a good  fortune 
and  fine  pair  of  horses  to  his  Phaeton?  She  has  such  a Gallant 
who  frequently  accompanies  her  ...  as  to  his  person  it  is  to  be 
sure  a little  corpulent,  etc.”  Her  P.  S.  tells  of  the  orders  for  Gen.
